is to obtain the right kind of seed, the 
proper cultivation and skillful curing 
of t lie crop for market. 

There is said to be a very small ter¬ 
ritory favorable to the production of 
tobacco, but ( what there is of it is in- 
comparable. The climate there is 
iiiutii like that of the West Indies. 
The product ion |s*r acre is very large, 
ami wonderful prosperity is predieted 
for tobacco growers. A recent writer 
says that live! o seven hundred pounds 
can be produced per acre. ‘There are 
cases on record where the yield has 
trebled these ('mures.” Large compa¬ 
nies are already interested in tobacco 
culture in the F.verglade State. Part¬ 
ies front he North are liberally expend¬ 
ing their money in developing tins in¬ 
dustry. Their faith is shown by the 
liberal manner in expending their 
means, aiid is founded on a thorough, 
scientific investigation of the industry 
in that locality. 

It is thought that the time is near 
at hand when Florida cigars will be 
equal, if not superior, to any' cigars 
made in the world. The State already 
contains over two hundred cigar facto¬ 
ries, most of which are using t'liban 
leaf; but it is thought that the Florida 
leaf will soon take the place of the im¬ 
ported article as soon as better grades 
can be supplied to the larger manufac¬ 
tories. With her vast resources for 
producing tropical fruits, and the de¬ 
velopment of the tobacco growing in¬ 
dustry, Florida has not a bad future 
before her-

The date palm in 
graceful and hI rikingat all stages of it m 
growth, and will flourish anywhere 
south of Brunswick or l-Vrn/iiidin/i. 
In 'ritnis tlie principal revenue is de 
rived from the date tree, the fruit of 
w hich is largely exported. The ordina¬ 
ry kind of dales are made into a paste 
or cake, which forms the staple food 
of the Bedouin Arahs.in Sahara. It is 
highly nut l it ions. In former t hues t In- 
chief market for dates was Touzer, to 
which the merchants of Ethiopia re 
sorted with t heir slaves, whom they ex¬ 
changed for /i few hundred-weights of 
dates. Savannah papers of some time 
since reported dates in the market suc¬ 
cessfully raised in Georgia. There is 
no doitht that lla-ir culture ought to 
he increased wherever in the South I In- 
soil and cl in i/i te suit. They are nutri¬ 
tious, paint uhlc and healthful. Young 
plants may he grown from the seeds 
taken from the dates sold in the fruit 
stores. I>. Urtliiinml. in i'lnruin his- 
/>// till. 

Plant Rice. 

We would again urge upon farmers 
not tooverlook rice plant ing thisyeai 1 . 
'Phis important crop has in the past 
I’h-cii entirely, we might say, neglected, 
hecausi of the high commissions 
charged hy mills for cleaning and the

- rough"; hut this is now overcome hy 
the Charleston BiceMilling t'oinpany, 
which is now offering to prepare rice 
for market at eight cents per husliel, 
or laiy at Hoc. to $1.20 per husliel in 
the “rough," for t lie quality grown in 
this section. We are also informed 
that.the straw furnishes a first-class 
food for hot h horses and milch cows.
